CHAPTER FOURTEEN. 


LOOM STOPPING. 


The essential difference between loom banging and loom stopping 1 
that in loom banging the loom stops with a jar while in loom stopping 
the shipper handle slips out of the shipper handle stand and loom stops 
easily. In the majority of cases when the loom stops, the trouble ean 
generally be located with the filling fork and filling fork motion though 
there are other causes of loom stopping. Some of the causes of loom 
hanging will also cause loom to stop. : 

In setting the filling fork have shuttle in shuttle box on filling fork 
cide of loom. Push filling fork slide as far forward as it will go and 
have crank on front center. The prongs of filling fork should then be 
in the grate. Care must be taken that the prongs of the fork pass clear 
into the grate. If the prongs touch the grate the loom will, in some 
cases, stop with filling not broken, and in others will run when filling 
is broken. The bottom of the prongs of fork should not touch the lay 
sole when fork is raised as this will cause loom to stop. 

When the fork has been correctly set, and the crank on front center, 
the stop motion eam should be set so that the elbow lever will be just 
passing under the catch on fork. Sometimes a little later setting is 
preferable, that is, have crank just past front center with elbow lever 
just. passing under catch on fork. , ee 

If loom stops and fork is set correctly. then something else is the 
cause. Other causes of loom stopping are as follows: 


Rebounding Shuttle. 

When a shuttle rebounds in the box the filling becomes loose. In- 
stead of the fork being raised, the loose filling is forced through the 
erate and the eatch on fork is caught by the elbow lever and loom 1s 
stopped. 
Filling Catching on Fork. 

A rebounding shuttle will also cause filling towaich on fork because 
the filling is leose. If the prongs of the fork stand out too far or are 
(oo short the filling will catch on them. This holds down the catch on 
fork so that the elbow lever coming in contact with same stops the 
loom. If the filling catches on fork and does not stop the loom at once, 


the catch on fork will be raised up and if filling should run out or break 


the loom will not stop until the filling that is caught on the fork, breaks. 
The prongs of fork should be either straight or slightly concave, for with 
this shape, filling is not as liable to catch, 

Fork Too Far Through Grate. . 

This will cause the fork to be lifted too high and the result is that 
after dropping, the fork rebounds and the catch on fork is caught by 
the elbow lever and loom is stopped.. This occasionally causes the filling 
io become slack and catch on the fork. 

Not Sufficient Friction on Filling in Shuttle. 

If there is not sufficient friction on filling in shuttle, the filling will 
he slack and the fork will not be raised.. A piece of flannel or felt 
inserted near the eyelet in shuttle will generally overcome this defect. 

Filling Slipping Up or Down on Fork. | 

As the fork is passing through the grate, the filling sometimes slips 


either up or down the fork. This depends on the shape of the fork. 


When possible a straight prong fork should be used and if filling should 
slip on same two or three notches can be made in the prongs just about 
where the filling should be held. These notches must not be sharp or 
they will eul the filling. 
| Wrong Timing of Stop Motion Cam. | Pus 
If stop motion cam is set too early, the elbow lever comes in contact 
with the eatch on fork and loom is stopped. If cam is se! Loo late, the 
fork will have been raised and have dropped back again in time for 
elbow lever to come in contact with catch on fork and stop loom. 
Crooked Running Shuttle. 
A crooked running shuttle will sometimes touch the fork in passing 
and this eauses the fork to jump. The result is that the catch on fork 
drops in front of elbow lever and if lever is being moved outwards by 


the stop motion cam the loom is stopped. A late pick will sometimes 


have this effect, the back end of the shuttle touching the fork as shuttle 
passes into the box. | on 


Stand For Shipper Handle Worn. 


If the shipper handle stand is worn, the shipper handle will slip 
cut and loom will stop. This only occurs on old looms, but the stand will 
have to be filled so that the shipper handle will fit securely in it. 


Occasional Rubbing of Dagger Against Frog. 


When the lay comes forward to beat up the filling, the dagger 


should make a full clearance of the frog. Sometimes the dagger rubs 
against the frog, not enough to make the loom bang off, but enough to 


gradually push off the shipper handle. This can be seen by looking at- 


the end of dagger, which will be worn and polished by coming in con- 
tact with the frog. To remedy this, the dagger and protector fingers 
will have to be reset. In resetting the dagger have frog in position it will 
be when loom is running. Bring lay forward and have dagger full in 
frog. The protector fingers should then be set full against the binders. 
When shuttle is in box, the end of binder should be clear from box 
about one-half to five-eighths of an inch. Im setting the dagger and pro- 
tector fingers, if frog is not in the position it will be when loom is 
running, but is back from that position, the dagger will strike too high 
and will often cause a smash. 


Shuttle flying out of the loom is probably the most dangerous thing 
in weaving. .However, shuttles do not fly out very often, considering 
the , umber of times te shuttle travels across the lay, and vary little 
injury is caused by them. Practically all American looms are equipped 
with a shuttle guard. This is attached to the lay cap so that if shuttle 
should fly out of the shed in passing from one shuttle box to the other, 
the shuttle guard will keep the shuttle from leaving the loom. This 
reduces the danger of flying shuttles to a minimum. 3 

The shuttle should travel straight across the lay. If there should 
be any obstruction in the path of the shuttle it causes shuttle to fly out. 
Sometimes when an end breaks it becomes entangled with the other 
ends behind the reed and if the shuttle should pass on top of the 
tangled ends it will have a tendency to fly out, especially if the cloth is 
being woven with a loose top shed. Sometimes the cause of a shuttle 
flying out is hard to locate; at other times the cause can readily be 
located. There are quite a number of causes of shuttle flying out, some 
o: which will be enumerated. 


Overfaced Reed. 

‘The reed should always be in line with the back of box. A straight- 
edge should always be used to line the backs of box and reed. [If the 
reed is in front of the back of box, or in other words is overfaced, the 
shuttle will almost certainly fly out. The tip of the shuttle is turned 
outwards on delivery and shuttle shoots out. Overfaced reed can some- 
limes be remedied by adjustment of the lay cap so as to have the reed 
in line with back of box. 

Sometimes only the ends of reed are overfaced. This is due to the 
loom fixer using the hammer or wrench on the ends of reed to prevent 
overfaced reed, bul when reed is turned around an overfaced reed is 
made and the ends of reed have again to be knocked back into line. The 
ends of a reed should never be knocked back, but should be lined up 
accurately with the straight-edge. 

The reed should be perfectly straight and smooth from one end to 
the other, and should not be dinged at any point, as this will cause a 
crooked running shuttle. Neither should any reed wires protrude in 
front as this will have a tendency to cause the shuttle to fly out. 

Underfaced Reed. 

An underfaced reed is one in which the end of reed is behind the 
back of box. This causes the shuttle to run zigzag across the lay and 
also couses shuffle to fly ouf. As in overfaced reed. the reed should 
lmed accurately with back of box. This defect will also cause the 
shuttle to be chipped on the back as it is entering the box. 
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Landscape Work 


In the city of Charlotte, N. C., 
there are two prominent residence 
suburbs, “Dilworth” and “Myers 
Park;” both filled with handsome 
homes. 


Dilworth was laid off many years 
azo and has perfectly straight 
streets and square corners and the 
houses all set square to the street 
and at about the same distance from 
the sidewalk. 

Myers Park is a new suburb and 
was carefully and scientifically laid 
out by a noted landscape architeet 
from Boston, Mass. The streets 
wind in and out in curves and to a 
large extent follow the contour of 
the land and the houses do not fol- 
low. Straight lines, buf. are located 
to conform to the lay of the lot and 
their relations to the street vistas. 


Dilworth is a beautiful suburb, but 
its straight streets and rows of 
houses have the effect of monotony 
and give one an unexplainable feel- 
ing of tiredness.

The difference between the two 
suburbs is almost unexplainable, 
bul is due to the seience of land- 
scape architecture which is now a 
recognized profession in this coun- 
try. 

There is ample justification for 
landscape work in the mill villages 
in the South, both from the econo- 
mical and esthetic standpoint. 
Everyone agrees that villages care-. 
fully planned as to landscape devel- 
opment, architecture sanitary 
features look better, but the ques- 
tion arises—-do they pay? Any one 
who has made a thorough study of 
the situation must answer in the af- 
firmative on the following grounds: 
(1) A earefully planned village and 
homes lend to. stabilize. labor-——the 
workman appreciates good living 
conditions and his family are loathe 
{to leave a home well planned unde” 
modern conditions. 
ied plan, with streets adapted to the 
contour of the land—rather than 
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(2) A well stud- 
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blocked off at right angles ‘to the 
railroad track as is often the case 
will save its cost in the construction 
work of grading, drainage, water and 
sewer systems, and house building. 
(3). Adequate service— 
water, sewer and lighting will repay 
in added health and. the morale of 
the community, 

To consider the feature of the 
landscape development. How tire- 
some it is to travel on the train 
through the South and seé@, as 1s 
often the case, mill villages blocked 
out at right angles to the railway, 
with the eonsequent unpleasant 
views through the back yards of the 
entire development. ~Where the 
land is rolling in nature there is an 
absolute justification from the stand- 
point of economy of street construc- 
tion for a system of streets and lots 
studied to fit. the ground. But 
whether the land be flat or rolling. 
a litle expert care given in study- 


ing the layout of streets, plavy- 
grounds, community center, etc., 


will mean the difference between an 
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Mill Villages 


unattrateive, monotonous village 
and one in which there is evidenced 
variety and attractiveness of loca- 
tion in the matter of street. layout, 
location of housing groups, park 
and playground reservations anu 
other little details which go to make 
an attractive mill community. Plan 
the village right at the start—figur- 
ing the costs from every standpoint 
it is far the cheapest way—then 
work to the plan carrying out the 
details as desired.

The Committee on Cotton Indus- 
tries, co-operating with the Counell 
of National Defense, has issued the 
following circular to the trade: 

It is quite evident that the Unit- 
ed States will decide to increase the 
size of ils army and nvvy very ma- 
terially. Should they do so it will 
be absolutely necessary for them to 
obtain quickly large quantities of 
cotton goods consisting of ducks, 
drills, twill and webhing. 


The Government has. appointed 
this commitee to aid in obtaining 
information as to the production of 
those mills as are properly equip- 
ped to make such goods as they may 
require. Kindly answer fully a!l 
questions asked on the enclosed 
sheet. With this imformation at 
hand the committee are enabled to 
know if your mills are equipped to 
make such goods as are required by 
the United State Government in any 
of its various departments. 

It is well to bear in mind Section 
No. 120 H. of R. No. 12766, author- 
izing the Government to comman- 
deer your mill should the good of 
the public demand it. We feel that 
with proper co-operation on the 
part of the mills in respect to prices 
and deliveries and tendering full and 
explicit information as to their 
equipment, the Government probab- 
ly will not act under this statute. 

We trust that you will prove your 
patriotism by giving this matter your 
immediate and careful attention.

On. such goods a shave to go to 
converters we would suggest that. it 
be embodied in your sales note that 
the converter shall not charge the 
Government more than a certain 
profit. In a great many instances 
the converters have voluntaritly of- 
fered to do this. 

Tt is the Government’s desire, and 
the aim and work of this committee, 
to prevent speculation in goods used 
by the Government. Manufacturers 


will have to centent themselves with | 


a fair margin of profit and as far 
as possible eliminate inflated values 
or speculation on the part of the 
middleman.

your product availabel. In meetf- 
ings between the committee and the 
Government officials it has been 
most strongly emphasized that the 
Government intends to have all ma- 
terial. available, and such mills as 
are capable of making goods for 
Government, uses and do not so vol- 
untarily, may be foreed so to. do.

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| DISCUSSIONS BY PRACTICAL MEN 


The Kentucky Wonder Bean For the 
Mill Village. 


By Jas. L. Carbery. 

As a “first aid” the Kentucky Won- 
der bean should find a place at every 
home. It has many advantages al- 
though by no means new. Among its 
desirable qualities are exceptional 
production of good food; great height 
to which it will clnab affording more 
space for other things, home beau- 
tification, shade and easy culture. 
These beans are excellent cooked 
fresh from the vines, or may be can- 
ned and used in other different ways 
just like the bush varieties. Where 
land is searee it is especially desir- 
able. 

Few homes are withoul some un- 
productive space along side of a 
fence or the dwelling house which 
may be used for these beans with 
good results and profit. Where 
land is ordinarily fertile a furrow 
or trench made to parallel the fence 
or building will suffice. If made 
with a plow, the furrow should be 
opened thoroughly to a depth of 8 to 
i) inches, the sides being well loos- 
ened, the top seil returned and stable 
manure or equal parts (by wéight of 
prosphoric acid and cotton seed 
meal applied in proportion to the 
fertility of the soil, This should be 
(thoroughly worked or mixed with 
the soul in furrow, In-places along- 
side of the heuse a position at end, 
where there is no drip: from eaves 
is preferable, otherwise, the beans 
should be planted a safe distance so 
water from roof will miss the plants. 
Many such positions around the 
home are barren and the soil very 
poor. In this event a trench 12 
inches wide and 10 to {2 inches 
deep, dug out evenly, the poor soil 
removed and good fertile soil from 
garden placed there will give re- 
sults. Manure or fertilizer may be 
mixed with the soil if needed .and 
the fill made above the trench to 
allow for setling, Where space at 
ends of house is used, the trench my 
be made 18 inches or more from the 
weatherboarding. A greater distance 
should be used if falling water is te 


be avoided. 


Having prepared the soil, the beaas 


should be planted from 7 to 12 
inches apart and 1 41-2 inches deep 
and the surface of the bed pressed 
smooth with pieee of board. .Seme 
i. to 412 feet above, on the side of 
house, nail a strip of board about 
2 inches wide and as long as the 
row of beans beneath. The nails to 
secure this strip in place should be 
driven so as to cateh the studding 
at intervals, but with sufficient. o: 
the head of each nail left exposed 
so the nails can be drawn easily 
when the strip is to be taken down. 
4d. fine nails -driven half way into 
the strip. and spaced about equal to 


ihe distance between the beans will 
afford means of attaching strong 
strings or wire to extend down-

{he economic necessity of develop- 
ing an attractive and sanitary mill 
_ village for the employees, determin- 

ed to employ experts to handle the 
development. Mr. E. 8. Draper. 
landseape architect of Charlotte, N. 
«,, formerly Southern representa- 
tive for a well-known Northern city 
planner, was given charge of the 
work. 

The plan for general development, 
as worked oul by Mr. Draper and 
his staff, is reproduced above. A 
topographical survey was, of course, 
made of the entire property from 
which the general plan was studied. 
The planner studied the property 
from three standpoints: (1) to get 
an attractive well-designed mill vil- 
lage, pleasing in the relation of 
streets and the grouping of houses; 
2) to loeate streets, paths, houses, 
ete., according to the grade of the 
land to provide the utmost economy 
of construction, eliminate all un- 
necessary grading and proyide for 
the natural handling of the surface 
water drainage in connection with 
the street system;: (3) to. utilize 
land unavailable for house sites and 
land reserved for future use, s 
parks, playgrounds and groves for 
the mill employees. 

The property is of a peculiar 
shape, as can be seen from the plan. 
Advantage was taken of this to make 
of the mill village a community unit 
by itself, although it was so planned 
as to be in close proximity and read- 
ily accessible to the. mill. Abou! 
forty-five acres of land are includ- 
ed in the mill village proper. To 
date, forty houses have been buiit 
and are oeccupied—very attractive 
homes; simple in design, studied in 
Colonial architeeture of: the type 
cnown as ‘barnyard” Colonial, which 
readily lends itself to economical 
construction. 

The street shown, with house lo- 
cations, near the west boundary of 
the village property is planned for 
future development, when a better 
conneetion with the mill can be e@s- 
tablished. The ravine in the north- 
ern portion of the property, heavily 
wooded, and unsuited for lotting 
purposes, was set aside as a park, 
with houses built to front on it. It 
is planned te dam the ravine to 
form a reservoir lake. 

The Gommunity Center, with its 
store, church and school, is both 
readily accessible from the highway 
or the mill yillage. But a short dis- 
lance from the main road, one ap- 
proaches it through an attractive 
little parked street, terminated by 
‘he church. The recreation field is 
located near the highway on as level 
land as could be found, immediately 
ii the rear of the sehool, so that the 
lleld will be available for school 
purposes, as well as ball games for 
‘he mill operatives. | 
The street section is very simple— 
sixteen foot roadway, six-foot park- 
ne strips, and five-foot sidewalks. 
If future conditions require a wider 
‘oad, portions of the parking strips, 
‘ail be converted as roadway: at 
present the parking strips have an 
in saving unnec- 

. ing, as they take up the 
srade between street and sidewalks 
On side hill seetions. 
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Water is piped to the homes, fed 
by gravity system from a bored well. 
Sanitary closets handle the sewer- 
age. 

In conclusion, let it be said that 
a Village, carefully designed as is 
Spindale, is a most economical vil- 
lage, besides being attractive to the 
employees. Actual —§ construction 
costs in the grading of the streets, 
which are studied to fit the topo- 
graphy run far lower than if the 
village is located 
fashion. A saving in foundation and 


brick costs comes from eareful lo- 


cation of the house. A mill village, 
carefully planned in all its details, 
roads, houses, water, sewage, etc., 
will save the costs of the plans many 
times over. in the construction work.

Washington,—A report on the tex- 
tile trade of Porto Rico and Jamaica 
was made public by the Bureau of 
Foreign and Domestic Commerce, of 
the Department of «Commerce. I 
points out the fact that the United 
States practically controls he tex- 
tile trade of Porto Rico and will con- 


tinue to do so when the war is over | 


unless the business is badly manag- 
ed in the meantime. In Jamaica the 
United Stafes is second to England 
in the textile trade, and the report 
states that there are opportunities 
for improved business there. 

The report contains chapters on 
the eharacter and extent of the trade 
in eotton fabrics, woolen fabrics, 
knit goods, and ready-made clothing, 
and on trade methods and the future 
of the trade. It is the work of Spe- 
eial Agent W. A. ‘Tucker, who is to 
cover the whole of the West Indies 
and Latin-America.

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Laying Out Mill Villages. 


An page four of this issue we are 
illustrating the work that can be ac- 
complished in mill villages by the 
services of a professional landscape 
architect. 


The old idea of straight streets 
and row after row of houses, all of 
the same design and painted with 
the same color paint, must give way. 
The first step was the bungalows, 
each of a different design and mills 
like Wiseassett and Pacolet have 
demonstrated that they make people 


- better satisfied and thereby more 


efficient workmen. 

The breaking away from the one 
type, one design, one color house is 
no less important than the breaking 
away from the straight street, 
square corners and checker board 
layout and propably the first to take 
this step was the Spencer Mills at 
Spindale, near Rutherfordton, N. G. 

They employed a competent land- 
scape architect. to lay out their en- 
tire mill village for the purpose of 
making it as attractive as possible 
and not only secured the desired re- 
sults but found that by following 
natural lines the amount of grading 
was less and cost of the village con- 
struction was reduced. 

Mill village landscape architecture 
is a new thing, but we believe that 
it will soon be recognized as a 
necessity. 


Keating Bill Should Be Suspended. 


The Government has announced 
thal an army of one million men 
will be raised and it is generally 
understood that the first call will 
lake men hefween the ages of 19 and 
25. 

The cotton mills of the South will 
contribute many thousands of men 
and the loss of these young men will 
seriously affect the labor supply. 

This shortage will come only a 
few months before the Keating 
Child Labor Bill which goes into 
effect on Sept. ist will remove from 
the mills every one under fourteen 
years of age and prohibit the em- 


ployment, for more than eight hours 


a day, of those between fourteen 
and sixteen years of age. 

If, seems to us unfair to remove 
from the cotton mills practically 
every ©© under sixteen years of 


_ age and af the same time conscript 


for the army most of the young men 
between 19 and 25 years of age. 

Two weeks ago our editor, as sec- 
retary of the Executive Committee 
of Southern Cotton Manufacturers 
Association started a movement to 
induce Congress to suspend, for the 
period of the war, the Keating Bill, 
or at least the eight-hour provis- 
ion of some, 

Letters have been sent to practi- 
cally every mill in the South, sug- 
gesting thal they write their Con- 


gressman and both Senators and 
urge such action. 

We now wish to urge the superin- 
tendents and overseers of Southern 
mills to also write their Congress- 
man at once, for the only way to 
influence a Congressman is to give 
him overwhelming evidence that 
something is very much desired, by 
the men who elect him. 
possible to suspend the entire Keat- 
ing Bill and permit the employment 
of those under fourteen years of 


age, and we do not want to see child- 
ren under fourteen years of age em- 


ployed except that in an emergency 
i might be best to permit the em- 
ployment of boys between 12 and 14 
years of age, outside of the school 
term. 

The really objectionable feature 
of the Keating Bill is the provision 
prohibiting the employment of those 
between 14 and 16 years of age for 
more than eight hours, for no prac- 
tical solution of 
working part of the employees eight 
hours and the other ten hours has 
yet been found. 

We all realize that it will be dif- 
ficult to arrange any schedule for 
the two classes of labor and many 
practical men have openly stated 
that the only solution will be to re- 
fuse to employ any one under 16 
years of age. This condition of af- 
fairs should not confront the mills 


ata time when the young men are 


being conscripted for the army and 
in fairness to the mills Congress 
should suspend that provision. 

A movement has already been 
started for suspending all eight hour 
laws during the period of the war 
and this will greatly aid us in our 
effort. 

Every superintendent and over- 
seer in the South can assist in the 
movement by immediately writing a 
strong letter to his Gongressman and 
{hat should be done at once. 


The Keating Bill is scheduled to 
go into effect on Sept. ist, 1917, and 
the first paragraph is as follows: 


“No producer, manufacturer, or 


dealer shall ship or deliver for 
shipment in interstate or foreign 
commerce any article or commodity * 
the product of any mine or quarry, 
situated in the United States, in 
which within thirty days prior to 
the time of the removal of such 
product therefrom children under 
the age of sixteen years have been 
employed or permitted to work, or 
any article or commdity the product 
of any mill, cannery, workshop, fac- 
tory, or manufacturing establish- 
ment, situated in the United States, 
in which within thirty days prior to 
the removal of such product there- 
from children under the age of 
fourteen years have been employed 
or permitted to work, or children 
between the ages of fourteen years 
and sixteen years have been employ- 
ed or permitted to work more than 
eight hours in any day, or more

than six days in any week, or more 
the hour of seven o'clock postme- 
ridian, or before the hour of six 
o'clock antemeridian.” 

If, after Sept. ist, 1917, no goods 
can be shipped into which 30 days 
prior to that time the labor of those 
under 16 years of age has been em- 
ployed, it would appear that the 
provisions of the Keating Bill musi 
be put into effect on August fts', 
1917, 

There are some who contend tha! 
a bill can not be made retroactive 
and that its provisions will not have 
lo be put into effect until Sept. ist, 
bul to our mind the wording of the 
bill indicates that August ist, 1917, 
will be the date for meeting its re- 
quirements. 

We are hopeful that the eight 
hour provision will be suspended 
by Congress before that time. 


Keating Bill Lawyer Dead. 


When it was decided to carry the 
Keating Child Labor Bill to the 
United States Supreme Court the 
Executive Committee of the South- 
ern Cotton Manufacturers, of which 


the editor of this journal is secretary , 
determined to get the ablest lawyer 
that they could find. 3 

in looking over the field, one man, 
John G. Johnson of Philadelphia, 
seemed to stand head and shoulders 
abdve all others, and we were de- 
lighted when he agreed to accept 
the ¢ase and the fee he named was 
not more than half what we ex- 
pected him to charge. 

His death, an account of which 
will be found below, therefore comes 
to us as hard blow. 


Mr. Johnson was a great lawyer 
and when interested in a case rare- 
ty charged a large fee. He told us 
frankly that he considered the 
Keating Bill unconstitutional, and 
beheved that the Supreme Court 
would so declare it. 

After the Adamson Bill was pass- 
ed by the Supreme Court some of 
the cotton manufacturers got cold 
feel on the Keating Bill test, and 
less than ten days ago we consult- 
ed Mr. Johnson and he emphatically 
stated that the chances were good 
for knocking out the Keating Bill. 

The following account. of Mr. 
peg as death is taken from the 

New York World: 

“John .G. Johnson, the widely 
known lawyer, died at his home here 
to-day. Death was due to heart 
disease. Mr. Johnson had been ill 
for several days, although this did 
not become publicly known until 
after his death. He was seventy- 
seven years old. | 

“Perhaps no career better illus- 
trates the infinite. possibilities of 
American life than that of John G. 
Johnson. Born the son of a black- 
smith and left fatherless in boy- 
hood, he obtained a situation in a 
law office and was admitted to the 
bar in 1863 without ever having at- 
tended taw school, finally rising to a 
position in the forefront of the legal 
talent of this Nation.

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Cotton Goods Repor 


New York.—Trading in the cotton 
goods markets was very broad and 
active last week. Many cloths are 
now very scarce for prompt and 
spot delivery and prices on many of 
the staple goods are higher than the 
high levels of last year. Advances 
have been very frequent in all divis- 
ions of the markets, The mills have 
more orders on hand at present than 
at any other time for years past and 
many of them have been obliged to 
refuse business because of their in- 
ability of guarantee deliveries or 
figure with certainty on costs. 

Prints and print cloths have sold 
so rapidly that the small supplies 
left are temporarily withdrawn from 
the market. The government. has 
been a large buyer and duck and all 


other cloths wanted by the govern-' 
ment are very strong and further 


demands will have to be supplied by 
overtime production. Bleached 
goods, brown sheetings, denims, 
Lickings and many other staples are 
sold very far ahead and many. oi 
the mills have contracts that carry 
them to the end of the year. 


The shortage of supplies in the. 


cotton. goods markets which has 
been expected for some time is be- 
ginning to be seen. In many quart- 
ers goods have been withdrawn and 
the continued advance in the price § 
of raw cotton make it probable that 
further withdrawals will take place. 

Advances on drills have been very 
sharp for the last ten days and the 
middie of last week. saw 37-inch 
3-yard goods at 12 1-2 cents, a full 
cent over the quotations of the week 
previous. The advance on gray 
goods has been on an average about 
one-half cent a yard for the week. 
Lines of gray goods are practical- 
ly off of the market and prices are 
submitted to the mills for accept- 
ance. The two constructions most 
active have been 38 1-2 inch 64x60s 
and 68x72s. Contracts for these 
goods have been placed mostly for 
delivery up to the first of Septem- 
ber. Mills have had opportunities 
to sell well beyond that date but 
most of them think it safer not to do 
so at present. 
ings have not been as large as sales 
of print cloths as mills are not in- 
clined to sell freely. 

There were no new developments 
in export trade last week. Most of 
the buying was through the regular 
channels. The war is tending to re- 
strict trading as it has placed the 


majority of the countries in a posi- 


tion where they cannot buy liberal- 


ly, it is said. Prices have gone so. 


high that the brisk demand for 
American goods that was evident 
until recently, is falling off. Cen- 
tral and South America were in the 
market for filling-in lots only and 
were not making any large pur- 
chases. It now looks as if they 
would trade on a hand to mouth. 
basis until the war situation has 
changed. Some improvement was 
noted in the buying by Mexico and 
trade last week was better than if 
has been any other week lately.
